Period of Domicile,—The petitioner must have been domiciled in the State for three years and upwards at 
the time of instituting the suit, and must not have resorted to the State for that purpose. When a wife seeks for 
a decree on the ground of three years desertion, if she were domiciled in New South Wales when the desertion 
commenced, she would not be deemed to have lost her domicile by reason of her husband having thereafter acquired 
a foreign domicile. 

Decree nisi.—After a decree nisi has been granted, it may be made absolute on the application of the 
petitioner or respondent at any time subsequent to the date fixed by the Court for that purpose. Neither party 
may re-marry within fourteen days from the date whereon the decree nisi has been made absolute. On every 
decree nisi the Registrar must endorse a notice that if the petitioner or respondent contracts marriage before the 
decree is made absolute, he or she shall be guilty of bigamy. 

Judicial Separation,—Any married person may be granted a judicial separation on any one or more of the 
foregoing grounds for which a divorce may be obtained ; and, in addition, for desertion without cause for two years 
and upwards, and for cruelty. 

Restitution of Conjugal Rights.—An application for restitution of conjugal rights may be made to the 
Court by the husband or wife ; but before a suit can be brought there must have been a request of a conciliatory 
character to return to cohabitation. 

Nullity of Marriage,—Nullity may be pronounced in cases of bigamy, or where one of the parties is 
incapable of performing the duties of marriage ; also where some statutory requirements have not been observed.
